GRAND Z.’s ADDRESS 


The Most Excellent the Grand Z. read the following address: 
Companions of the Grand Chapter: 

It becomes my pleasant privilege to greet and welcome you one and all 
to this the Third Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

I thank you for the great honor conferred by intrusting to me the 
destinies of our Grand Chapter during the past eventful year. 

Trusting that the handling of events, duties and obligations, which 
have been many, may meet with your approval and be a lasting benefit to 
Capitular Masonry in Alberta and to Royal Arch Masonry generally. 

For tasks undertaken and duties- performed I wish to tender my deep¬ 
est thanks for the exceptionally loyal and hearty co-operation, support an 
able assistance of my associate officers, Past Grand Officers, and other 
Companions. 

Companions, many of you meet with us for the first time. It gives 
us a double pleasure to greet you and receive your hand in Brotherly 
Love and Friendship, confident that our labor towards justice and unity 
may by your fervency of -zeal for Royal Arch Masonry mature to a 
golden harvest. 

NECROLOGY 

The hand of death has not visited this Grand Chapter during our 
year though seven Companion members of subordinate Chapters have 
entered the long sleep, five of whom died on the field of France. 

As fellow countrymen we honor them, as Masons our deepest smy- 
pathy goes out to the widow, the mother, those near and dear left to 
mourn their loss. We extend to them the Masonic teachings of a resur¬ 
rection to life eternal. 

A full report will be given by the Committee on Necrology. 

WAR 

While not unmindful of our Masonic teachings of a Brotherly Love 
which knows no National boundary we, in Alberta, are deeply sensible of 
the injustice and barbarity of the present war. The day has come when 
its ravages meet us at every turn, in the sorrow and distress of the widow, 
mother, sister, father, and the orphan, and in the person of our returned 
soldiers, shattered in body and broken in health. 

This war between the most highly civilized nations, with its terrible 
toll of poverty, misery and death, makes one ask how far the principles 
of Masonry govern. 

Masonry with its teaching of Universal Brotherhood feels that the 
old civilization has failed. 

Universal Brotherhhod of Free Masonry is not a reality. 

Let us hope that this war is the death pangs of the old civilization, 
and the birth of a new era in which the Brotherhood of man, the prin¬ 
ciples taught in Masonry, will be the ruling factor. 

Masons must ever ask for more light and go on in the search for 
truth, and be prepared to take their part in the new civilization. Let us 
as Masons be duly and truly prepared to stand by its principles to bring 
about civilization without injustice, graft, ignorance, poverty, sickness 
and sorrow. 


When we think of the number of our Companions fighting on behalf 
of country, civilization and justice, and security against war for the future 
generations, may the time soon come when the God of Love and Peace will 
be acknowledged by all and our oft repeated prayer realized:— 

Thy Kingdom come, Thy Will be done, 

On earth as it is in Heaven. 

VISITATIONS 

One important duty of Grand Chapter Officers is the visiting of sub¬ 
ordinate Chapters, thereby learning their needs, and weaknesses, and 
stimplating the Chapters, at the same time increasing the interest of the 
Grand Officers in them. 

I will not go into details of my visitations, suffice it to say that I have 
visited nearly all the Chapters except some of those coming in recently. 

The day following our last Convocation I attended a joint Chapter 
of Instruction in the City of Calgary, where the three degrees were ex¬ 
emplified : 

Mark Master by Otuskwan, No. 9. 

Most Excellent Master by Calgary, No. 11. 

Holy Royal Arch by Grand Chapter Officers. 

I was pleased, but not surprised, at the excellent, able and accurate 
manner in which all three degrees were worked. 

I was also prseut at the joint Chapter of Instruction at Red Deer, 
on January 26th, 1917, called by the Superintendent of Districts, No. I and 
No. 2. As Red Deer is midway between Calgary and Edmonton, it affords 
an opportune point for such an occasion, being 100 miles from either City. 

The Mark Master’s Degree was worked by a joint team of the sitting 
Officers of the three Edmonton Chapters, while the Most Excellent Mas¬ 
ter’s and Holy Royal Arch were worked by the three Calgary Chapters. 
All the work was of a high order. After each degree questions were 
freely asked and explanations given by the Superintendents. 

Red Deer Chapter entertained all the visiting Chapters right royally. 

The Superintendents of these two districts have set examples in hold¬ 
ing Chapter of Instructions (they having held many others than these 
mentioned) that their successors might well follow as they not only stimu¬ 
late interest but tend to build up the ritualistic work and makes uniformity. 

It has also been my privilege to instal in several Chapters. 

I was also privileged to make several visits in the fall of 1916 to 
Chapters at that time under Canada, at which I was received in a most 
cordial, friendly and fraternal spirit. 

One of these visits was, to say. the least, unique. It was held in 
Capital City Chapter (now of the Grand Chapter of Alberta), but on the 
19th day of July, the time of this Convocation, under the Grand Chapter 
of Canada, being the occasion of the visit to this Province of Most Ex¬ 
cellent Companion Murch. 

The Grand Chapter of Alberta having been recognized by the Grand 
Chapter of Canada on the above date, a number of Companions, Officers 
of our Grand Chapter, accompanied me to Capital City Chapter by invi¬ 
tation, and we were received and acknowledged in our official capacity, 
thus two Grand First Principals, each claiming jurisdiction over the 
same territory, met in open Chapter, where the best Masonic and friendly 
feeling prevailed. 


At this Convocation, for the first time since May, 1914, Companions 
holding their allegiance to Canada were permitted to fraternize in Capi¬ 
tular Masonry with the Companions of the Grand Chapter of Alberta, 
though otherwise brethren, friends and relatives. 

To say that the occasion was one of rejoicing and good fellowship 
would be putting it mildly. 

In my visits to various Chapters I have found uniformity and a desire 
to do good and perfect work, seeking to give correct rendering of the 
ritual, a good feeling of harmony prevailing throughout.

CANADA 



Since I observe representatives here from every important centre of 
Capitular Masonry, and practically every Chapter in this Province, it is 
hardly necessary for me to report such a self-evident and well-known fact, 
—that on the occasion of the visit in July last of Most Excellent Com¬ 
panion Murch, of the Grand Chapter of Canada, to this Province, the 
Grand Chapter of Alberta received recognition by the Grand Chapter of 
Canada, and an agreement was entered into and signed by the First Prin¬ 
cipal of the Grand Chapter of Canada, and myself, as First Principal of 
the Grand Chapter of Alberta, as well as by six prominent Companions, 
three owing allegiance to the Grand Chapter of Canada, and three owing 
allegiance to the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

At this point I wish to express on behalf of the Companions of Alberta 
our appreciation of the kindly and able co-operation of Most Ex. Comp. 
Murch in reaching this settlement. 

On receiving recognition from the Grand Chapter of Canada we issued 
the following circular letter to the other Grand Jurisdictions:— 

"The difficulty existing between the Grand Chapter of Canada and 
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the Grand Chapter of Alberta is now. harmoniously adjusted and the 
Grand Chapter of Alberta is now recognized by the Grand Chapter of 
Canada,” thus, adhering strictly to the agreement. 

We had all hoped and expected that the settlement and provision for 
adjustment of all difficulties with the Grand Chapter of Canada would 
have made it unnecessary for me to refer to subjects which should have 
been forgotten the moment the agreement was signed, and which- so far as 
we were concerned were forgotten until the Grand Chapter of Canada 
official announcement of the proceedings in Emergent Convocation was 
made public to other Grand Chapters and by being printed in a Toronto 
Masonic periodical. 

The circular letter of the Grand Chapter of Canada reads as follows: 

“At an Emergent Convocation of the Grand Chapter of Canada, held 
Tuesday, September 12th, 1916, at the City of Toronto, a resolution was 
adopted recognizing the Grand Chapter of Alberta in the following terms: 

Moved by M. Ex. Comp. A. Shaw, seconded by M. Ex. Comp. George 
Moore:— 

“That having read the report presented by the Grand First Principal 
of the Grand Chapter of Canada respecting the attitude of the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta, showing:— 

1. “That the Companions of Alberta were misled as to the opinions 
of the Grand Chapter of Canada in connection with unexpressed desires 
of the Province of Alberta to form a Grand Chapter in that Province. 

2. “That the Companions of Alberta never requested separation from 
the Grand Chapter of Canada. 

3. “That the majority of Chapters in said Province of Alberta were 
desirous of retaining their allegiance to the Grand Chapter of Canada. 

4. “That having learned the facts in connection with their separation 
and formation of a Grand Chapter in the Province of Alberta, and having 
expressed their regrets, as a Grand Chapter for their action. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that this, the Grand Chapter of Canada, 
accept, the agreement of adjustment presented by Committees appointed 
by the Grand First Principals of the Grand Chapter of Canada and the 
Grand Chapter of Alberta, and hereby declare that the difficulty existing 
between the Grand Chapter of Canada and the Grand Chapter of Alberta 
be now harmoniously adjusted, and the Grand Chapter of Alberta be 
recognized and received as a Grand Chapter by the Grand Chapter of 
Canada.” 

Now the difficulty which has existed in Capitular Masonry in this 
jurisdiction for some time has become adjusted, it is apparently the 
prevalent wish of the membership connected with Chapters, working under 
the jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter of Canada, that prosperity will 
be an abiding factor in the development of the Grand Chapter of Alberta 
and that peace and harmony, among the Companions of the Province of 
Alberta, will in future prevail. 

Bearing in mind clause six of the agreement which reads:— 

“No particulars of the above details of settlement are to be printed in 
the Proceedings of either Grand Chapter, or in any other way made pub¬ 
lic, other than being read in the Grand Chapters, and subordinate Chapters 
in Alberta, except as follows:— 

“The difficulty existing between the Grand Chapter of Canada and the 
Grand Chapter of Alberta is now harmoniously adjusted and the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta is recognized by the Grand Chapter of Canada.” 


I will refer to the agreement or any matter contained therein only 
when and where it is necessary to answer statements of the Grand Chap¬ 
ter of Canada which materially affect our Grand Chapters and which to 
our mind are at variance with the agreement and fact. 

Take for example, the statement, “That the majority of Chapters in 
said Province of Alberta were desirous of retaining their allegiance to 
the Grand Chapter of Canada.” 

It is waste of time to discuss this statement except perhaps to say 
it is clearly only Chapters on the Grand Registry of Canada at the time 
of our formation that can be taken into consideration, and the records 
of both Grand Chapters conclusively show, that there were eleven char¬ 
tered Chapters in the Province at that time and that seven of these eleven 
formed, the Grand Chapter of Alberta and have ever since remained 
^herewith, and the' Grand Chapter of Canada admitted we had that pro¬ 
portion by declaring null and void the charters of that number. 

If the Masonic law is adhered to the Grand Chapter of Alberta was 
in )iole Capitular Masonic possession of this Province after the 29th of 
May) 1914, it follows that those Chapters which the Grand Chapter of 
Canada assumed to form in this district (either through division of cer¬ 
tain chapters with nine or more Companions starting another Chapter, of 
the same name, under the Grand Chapter of Canada, or new Chapters 
subseqpentlv formed by the Grand Chapter of Canada) cannot be taken 
into account. 

I also take issue with clause 4 of the Canada letter which reads:— 

“Having expressed regrets as a Grand Chapter for their actions", 
knowing our actions to be according to Masonic law and precedent any 
expression of regrets for our actions was not thought of, much less given, 
as such an expression would have been repudiation of that Masonic Jaw 
and precedent adopted by us at our formation, adopted by the Grand 
Chapter of Canada at its own formation and recognized by the Grand 
Chapter of Canada in 1871 in the case of Nova Scotia. 

The Grand Chapter of -Alberta has adhered to Masonic law and prece¬ 
dence, and has, throughout this controversy endeavored to exercise Mas¬ 
onic toleration, both in language and acts, at the same time setting 
forth the truth for the Masonic world. 

It was in full understanding and appreciation of this spirit that I, as 
the First Principal of the Grand Chapter, wrote and delivered the letter 
containing the only expression of regret given to the Grand Chapter of 
Canada. While tbis letter may be construed as part of the agreement 
(it being mentioned therein) yet, since the language used by the Grand 
Chapter of Canada isat variance with my letter I am fully justified in 
quoting that letter in full, for the purpose of giving expression to what 
actually took place. 


Edmonton, July 19th, 1916 


Mr. W. S. R. Murch, 

Grand First Principal, 

'Grand Chapter of Rayal Arch Masons of Canada. 


Dear Sir and M.E. Companion:— 

Upon your official visit to this Province you stated to representatives 
of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta, your authority 
and desire to bring about an adjustment of all difficulties standing in the 
way of the formal recognition of tHe Grand Chapter of Alberta by the 
Grand Chapter of Canada. 
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Your only objection was a lack of courtesy to the Parent Grand 
Chapter in not formally requesting that Grand Body’s consent to the 
formation of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

Our conception of the established Masonic jurisprudence-has been 
that, “where a Grand Lodge exists a Grand Chapter may of right follow,” 
and in accordance with this principle the Grand Chapter of Alberta was 
formed and erected by a majority of the subordinate Chapters in this 
Province.” 

At the time of the formation it was generally thought that had re- 
.quest been formally made to the Grand Chapter of Canada it would have 
been refused by them, and as a consequence no such action was taken. 
But you have now given us to understand that if the Grand Chapter of 
Canada had asked such consent it would have been granted and all the 
difficulties which have since arisen would have been avoided. 

Now, therefore, being equally desirous with you of having peace and 
harmony prevail in Capitular Masonry throughout the Province, and' of 
establishing friendly relations with the Grand Chapter of Canada, and 
having its Masonic blessing, we, the Grand Chapter of Alberta, wish 
to express to you as the rand Z. of the Grand Chapter of Canada, and do 
express, our regret that the Grand Chapter of Canada should have had 
occasion in any i cspect or at an> time to regard any act of omission on 
the part of the Grand Chapter of Alberta as displaying lack of courtesy. 

Therefore, having tendered this expression of regret in fulfilment of 
the condition upon which you have expressed your willingness as the 
Grand Z. of the Grand Chapter of Canada, to grant Fraternal recognition 
to the Grand Chapter of Alberta, as an independent Grand Chapter 
Supreme within its own jurisdiction, we trust that the future relationship 
between the two Grand Bodies will be the pleasantest, and may the spirit 
of tolerance ripen into such Brotherly love as should exist not only in the 
Province but between the Grand Bodies as well.

There are other objections to be taken to the form and contents 
of this official circular of the Grand Chapter of Canada, but I shall only 
mention one more which I consider of even greater importance. The 
language of the circular is such that it might lead one to suppose that an 
adjustment had been made which would permit a permanent dual occupancy 
of this Province, indeed, one Grand Chapter has already written enquiring 
if such is the case. I replied and here desire to record that there was 
no such understanding, in fact, you will note that in my letter to the 
Grand Chapter of Canada we expressly stated, as follows: 

“Therefore, having tendered this expression of regret in fulfilment 
of conditions upon which you have expressed your willingness as Grand 
Z. of-the Grand Chapter of Canada to grant fraternal recognition to the 
Grand Chapter of Alberta as an independent Grand Chapter, supreme 
within its own jurisdiction.” 

The Grand Chapter of Alberta was, however, to allow a reasonable 
time for Chapters owing allegiance to the Grand Chapter of Canada to 
come over in a decent, orderly manner, and this allowance has been duly 
and fully made. 
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Having recently learned that the Grand Chapter of Canada at their 
convocation appointed a superintendent in Alberta we for the above 
reasons take issue therewith as thereby they are encroaching on the supre¬ 
macy of the Grand Chapter of Alberta within its own jurisdiction. 

CONDITIONS OF CAPITULAR MASONRY 

From returns, which will be submitted, you will note a very substantial 
increase in membership, which is, indeed, gratifying when the conditions 
are considered. 

On January 1st, 1916, we had seven Chapters with a total membership 
of 801. During the year we have issued dispensations to a Chapter at 
Youngstown. 'In these eight Chapters we have had numerical net growth 
of 137- 

We have also issued charters to a number of Chapters formerly under 
the Grand Chapter of Canada, with a membership of 799. 

This finds our Grand Chapter at this date 18 Chapters with a membership 
of 1737. 

Now that we have reached an end of all disturbances, and the com¬ 
panions in Alberta are left alone to work unitedly for the good of our 
Grand Chapter, we may expect that the year 1917 will be one of progress, 
in spite of the war conditions. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Advancement is permitted in a great many Chapters without pro¬ 
ficiency. This is not as it should be and we would recommend that 
whenever possible each candidate as advanced be required to show pro¬ 
ficiency by examination in open Lodge. 

I recommend that this Grand Chapter secure its own work as adopted 
May, 1914. 

I also recommended that this Grand Chapter secure its own Book of 
Ceremonies. 

CLOSING REMARKS 

In conclusion, may I say that during my year as First Principal, 
greatly exaggerated and. highly colored differences throughout the juris¬ 
diction have disappeared, and the wisdom of my two predecessors in 
office has been demonstrated, they having taken the Masonic attitude 
that they would rather have Chapters throughout Alberta remain with 
Canada until such time as they would corhe over to our Grand Chapter 
without legal trouble or dissension in their ranks although they knew, 
had they been anxious to make a showing they could have started 
Chapters with a large majority of the members in places where the Grand 
Chapter of Canada claimed authority, and we cannot but admire their 
broadmindedness in thinking first, last and all the time of the good of 
Capitular Masonry in Alberta. May we ever conduct our affairs with 
rigid integrity and preserve unsullied the name of this Grand Chapter. 

I cannot refrain from again thanking those companions who have 
recently joined our ranks, for their presence and for their sympathy with 
us in a situation which was not of Alberta, though embarrassing to all 
companions in this Province. When the situation became acute their 
stand was decided and true, not only to us but to their legal ties as they 
conceived. 

We aprpeciate beyond words the almost complete and general preval¬ 
ence of this sentiment.

The Most Excellent the Grand Z. welcomed the Representatives from 
Colorado, Delaware, Florida, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Louisiana, Ne¬ 
braska, New York, Ohio, Scotland, Vermont and West Virginia speaking 
as follows: 

In Welcoming the Grand Representatives the Grand First Principal said: 

I welcome you as the representatives, or ambassadors, from other 
Provinces and foreign lands. You are commissioned by the Grand First 
Principal of other jurisdictions to form a tie of fraternity and friendship 
between the jurisdiction you represent and the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 
I will ask you to convey to the Grand Chapter which you represent, our 
expressions of friendship and Brotherly love. , 

The Grand Chapters, who have given us unqualified recognition, 
naturally have the foremost claim to our fraternal regard and devotion. 
They have unhesitatingly at times and places upheld us through channels, 
not yet so widely open to us in foreign correspondence, and they have 
but exemplified that in Masonry, as in other walks of life, “A friend in 
need is a friend indeed”. 

Those Grand Chapters, who have not yet decided, or recognized us 
as a Grand Chapter, we still hope and trust that they give this contro¬ 
versy sufficient time and thought to' do us justice, and we have no doubt 
that they will become convinced that we are entitled to recognition as 
a matter of right. 

Those Grand Chapters who admit our regularity and claim to recog¬ 
nition, but withheld it out of deference to long standing fraternal relation¬ 
ship with the Grand Chapter of Canada, we have only to say if this course 
is justified by Masonic custom we hope to be excused if we have failed 
to appreciate it. 

Ex. Comp. William Thompson, Grand Representative of West Vir¬ 
ginia replied to the address of welcome as follows: 

Most Ex. Grand First Principal : 

Personally, and on behalf of my companions, I thank you for the 
earnest, hearty, and gracious welcome which you have extended to us. 

I am sure I voice the sentiments of all when I say that we enjoy the 
pleasure of being in this your capitol city, on such an occassion as this. 
Nothing could be more beneficial to us than this coming together, shaking 
hands, intermingling socially, exchanging ideas, and learning what “the 
other fellow” thinks and does. It is by such unions as these that we make 
progress; we learn more how we severally constitute a chain, how each 
one of us is a link in that chain and how necessary each link is to 
the whole. As we and our successors meet year after year as old friends 
and faithful workers we shall surely secure fresh inspiration. 

As time goes on here will be met thos& grown gray in the service 
of Capitular Masonry, those who shall have seen this grand body grow 
from year to year. From them our successors shall learn their experience, 
and shall return to their homes with higher ideals, wider visions and 
greater knowledge of what our Order stands for. We love Masonry. 
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We love it for its lofty ideals, its beautiful phrasing, its origin, its purity, 
its simplicity. The sublimity of its teachings, its humanizing influences, its 
restraining power on our passions and prejudices, all tend to make it dear 

We are pleased to be here with you, this being for most of us 
the first opportunity we have had of sitting in this Grand Body. We 
represent Grand Chapters who have given unqualified recognition to the 
Grand Chapter of Alberta and who have been happy to do so. True it 
is that some of our Grand Chapters were a little slow in the matter, 
but we feel sure that this delay was purely on what they conceived to 
be Masonic grounds. Their long relationship with the Grand Chapter 
of Canada did not seem to warrant them taking such a step, although 
their sympathies we know were with this Grand Body. This ground 
may not have seemed logical, but they conceived it to be kindly to the 
Grand Chapter of Canada, and they had always hoped that the Grand 
Chapter of Canada would act according to hints given in the proceedings 
of our various Grand Bodies. There is no question that Royal Arch 
Masonry in this jurisdiction is rapidly assuming a prominent position 
in the great Masonic Fraternity. The strongest ties exist between it 
and the other branches of Freemasonry, and wherever a Chapter is in 
existence its worth and power for good cannot fail to be recognized. 
Today it is stronger than it has ever been in this jurisdiction, and that 
its growth is as yet in the infant stage is a fact that no one can deny. 
The future of this Grand Body is such that we may well feel proud, as 
indeed we are proud, of having a seat in such an assembly. 

The influence of Royal Arch Masonry is felt wherever in existence. 
Its devotees are patriotic, and each Chapter can show its Honour Roll, 
and alas some are now in mourning for dead heroes. Royal Arch Masons 
are recognized as honourable and upright men in their daily life, and 
demonstrate that they are ever mindful of their obligations. 

I .would wish to congratulate you on the noble work accomplished 
during your year of office, a work that will be far reaching in its effect 
on the work of the Craft. With this in closing, knowing your aversion 
to personal reference, I extend the greetings and felicitations of our 
respective Grand Chapters.

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Grand Superintendent’s Reports 

Calgary, March 5, 1917 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal and 
Members of The Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

I have the honour to submit the following report on the condition of 
Capitular Masonry in District No. 2 for the year 1916. 

All the Chapters in this district have been visited by me at least once 
and I am pleased to report that the greatest harmony prevails, that the 
Chapters are well officered and that the work is uniform. 

Notwithstanding the war and other adverse influences there has been 
a good increase in membership and the prospects for the future are 
exceedingly bright. 

For the sake of brevity, it is not my intention to report on each 
Chapter individually. 

Acting on instructions from M. Ex. Comp. Watson, Grand Z. on 
June 28th, accompanied by R. Ex. Comp. Argue, Grand Lecturer, and 
Ex. Comp. Lent of Otuskwin Chapter, I instituted The Hiram Chapter 
at Youngstown and installed the officers. This Chapter had thirteen 
Companions on its petition for a Dispensation, and a large class of can¬ 
didates were exalted at its first convocation. It has now a full set of 
paraphernalia and with active officers should be very successful. I regret 
that I was unable to make a second visit to Youngstown but from reports 
I have received I have pleasure in recommending that a charter be 
granted to The Hiram Chapter. 

The one great object I have had in view during my term has been 
uniformity of work, and for this reason I have held Chapters of Instruc¬ 
tion, at Calgary and Red Deer. 

On June 14th the first one held at Calgary was largely attended, the 
Grand Z. and many Grand Chapter officers being present. 

Calgary Chapter No. 11 conferred the Mark Master Degree. 

Otuskwin Chapter No. 9 conferred the Most Excellent, and 

Alberta Chapter No.. 1 conferred the Royal Arch Degree. The work 
was performed in a very creditable manner. 

On Jan. 26th, this year, assisted by Right Ex. Comp. Darling of 
No. 1 District a Chapter of Instruction was held at Red Deer under the 
auspices of Keystone Chapter No. 12. The Mark Master Degree was 
conferred by Ex. Comp. Armstrong and officers of the Edmonton Chapters. 

The Most Excellent Degree by Ex. Comp. Mercer and officers of 
Otuskwin Chapter, and the Royal Arch Degree by R. Ex. Comp. English 
and officers of the Calgary Chapters. 

Seven Chapters were represented at this Convocation and no doubt 
great good will result. Keystone Chapter looked after the entertainment 
of the many Companions, and nothing was lacking in this respect. The 
ladies of the Presbyterian Church provided a splendid banquet, and alto¬ 
gether the meeting was one of the most successful ever held by Royal 
Arch Masons in Alberta. Most Ex. Comp. Watson and many Grand 
Chapter Officers were in attendance and took part in the comments on the 

On Jan. loth assisted by M. Ex. Comps. Taylor and Rankin, V. Ex. 
Comp. Jelfs and other Ex. Companions I had the pleasure of installing 
the officers of the three Calgary Chapters at a joint convocation. 
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I congratulate the Grand Chapter of Alberta on having during the 
year been recognized as a Grand Chapter by the Grand Chapter of 
Canada, as well as by many other Grand Chapters throughout the Masonic 
world, and also on haying received into its jurisdiction all but one of the 
Chapters which formerly gave their allegance to the Grand Chapter of 
Canada. 

I regret that the Companions of Otuskwin Chapter, No. 179 G.R.C. 
did not see fit to amalgamate with Otuskwin Chapter No. 9 G.R.A. At 
a convocation of the latter Chapter held in July, 1916, a committee was 
appointed to confer with a like committee from Otuskwin No. 179 “as to 
the best manner in which the terms of the agreement entered into between 
the Grand Chapter of Alberta and the Grand Chapter of Canada may 
be attained”. The resolution was communicated to Otuskwin No. 179 
in due course but no reply was received. At a communication held by 
Otuskwin No. 9 on Oct. 19th, Ex. Comp. Mercer, Z. reported that “he had 
had an interview with the First Principal of Otuskwin No. 179 regarding 
the matter but no action had resulted”. Since that date.no communication 
has been received from Otuskwin Chapter No. 179. I am sorry to say that 
this Chapter has now ceased to exist. It had among its members many 
true Masons and it is to be regretted that the efforts of Otuskwin No. 9 
towards amalgamation were of no avail. In this connection I undertsand 
that the books, paraphernalia and moneys of No. 179 have been placed 
in the custody of the Grand Chapter of Canada. 

My last official visit was to Bow Valley Chapter No. 10 at Gleichen 
on Feb. 21st. At this convocation Ex. Comp. MacDonald assisted by 
Right Ex. Comp. Yates and the Officers of Bow Valley Chapter conferred 
the Royal Arch Degree on a class of candidates in a very satisfactory 
manner. At the conclusion of the work of the evening a splendid banquet 
was prepared by the ladies of Gleichen, this being followed by a very 
enjoyable dance. This Chapter is to be congratulated in having an active 
body of officers who within a couple of years, since their Masonic Hall 
was burned have secured a good Lodge Room and a complete set of 
paraphernalia. 

I have found the books in all the Chapters kept in a very satisfactory 
manner by the Scribes E. In nearly every Chapter many members are 
in arrears for dues and while the “hard times” may to a great extent 
be responsible for this, yet it is the duty of the First Principal to see 
that this important part of their duties is not neglected. 

In conclusion I thank the companions of this District for their 
kindness and consideration to me during the year. My term has indeed 
been a pleasant one and I am deeply indebted to the Companions who have 
attended me on my visits, and have given me their valued assistance.

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making progress. Most of them are quite seriously handicapped by the 
absence, in war, of active and valuable members. During my year I have 
visited the following several times, Mount Horeb, No. 6, Wetaskiwin, 
Norwood No. 18, Edmonton, North Star No. 2, Edmonton, Capital City 
No. 13, Edmonton, and a Chapter of Installation at Red Deer. 

Mount Horeb is a Chapter of small numbers and particularly handi¬ 
capped by members being on active service. I saw the R.A. Degree 
conferred in very excellent form by Ex. Comp. Wallace and his associate 
officers. The Grand Z. accompanied me on this visit. At Norwood Chap¬ 
ter we saw the M.M.M. Degree conferred in a way I have seldom seen, 
each officer being master of the letter and the spirit of his work. Of especial 
interest to me was the effort to help the daughter (and family) of a 
companion lying in France, undertaken by this courageous but young 
Chapter. I know they have succeeded by the way they began. I visited 
North Star No. 2 at their regular meeting in February. This is my own 
Chapter, and one of the best in the west from the point of attendance, 
and interest. In the hands of its new officers it bids fair to excel again. 
About 40 were present to witness the M.E.M. Degree and attend the bus¬ 
iness session. There were 5 candidates in waiting. Vermillion Chapter 
I had expected to attend with M. Ex. Comp. Watson in December but 
R. Ex. Comp. Taylor was there and very kindly installed their officers 
which came simultaneously with the same ceremony at North Star which 
I assisted the M. Ex. Grand Z. to do. Vermillion had postponed theirs 
on this account. Mount Olivet Chapter at Killam I have been quite 
unable to visit on account of other duties since it has been of our number. 
I believe it is in a thriving and energetic Masonic atmosphere and will 
profit thereby.

That there be no dual membership under this Grand Chapter ex¬ 
cept in a case of Hon. Membership for special service done. 

4th. That a book of Marks be faithfully kept in each Chapter of 
this jurisdiction or our M.M.M. obligation changed. 

5th. That Chapters of Instruction be held in each district, annually, 
at least. 

6th. That a general Grand Chapter for the Dominion is not only 
desirable, but advisable. 

These recommendations are the result, largely, of my observations, 
visits and consultations, as your Superintendent of No. 1 District. I will 
not weary you with any details of how I arrived at them. They are 
not hasty conclusions. In a final word I wish to thank the members 
and respective Chapters, for unusual kindness and hospitality in receiving 
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me as your representative. Even North Star forgot, for the hour, to 
address me as “Doc”, and remembered all the honour due you as a Grand 
Chapter.

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

Report of the Committee on Foreign Relations and Correspondence 
To the M.E. The First Grand Principal, Officers and Companions 
of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

Your Committee on Foreign Relations and Correspondence beg leave 
to report as follows: 

Since the last Annual Convocation of this Grand Chapter, fraternal 
recognition has been granted by fifteen Grand Chapters, including the 
Grand Chapter of Canada. Many Grand Chapters had previously de¬ 
clared that we were well within our rights and entitled to a Grand 
Chapter, but had out of deference to, and long standing fraternal relation¬ 
ship with t he Grand Chapter of Canada witheld recognition in the hope 
that Canada would lead in this respect. 

We are pleased to state that at a special Convocation of the Grand 
Chapter of Canada held in the city of Toronto on Tuesday, September 
I2th, 1916, recognition was accorded to this Grand Chapter. 

Prior, however, to this date, the Grand Chapter of Arizona at its 
Annual Convocation on March 15th, 1916, presented the following reso¬ 
lution through its Committee on Foreign Correspondence: 

“Your Committee on Correspondence begs to report that nothing has 
been presented to it during the year that has required its special attention. 






The matter of the recognition of the Grand Chapter of Alberta, a legacy 
from last year, has received due and careful attention, and from all that 
your Committee can learn, it appears that the Grand Chapter of Alberta 
was regularly formed. Your Committee regrets that the Grand Chapter 
of Canada has not yet given recognition to the Grand Chapter of Alberta, 
but believing that the law and custom of the American Masonic bodies 
has been fully complied with, and that the Companions forming the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta were within their rights, your Committee recommends 
that fraternal recognition be extended to our sister of Alberta, and that 
the M.E. Grand High Priest be authorized to arrange for the exchange 
of Grand Representatives.

Which was adopted and the recommendation concurred in. 

The second Grand Chapter to recognize us as a regularly constituted 
Grand Chapter was that of Florida. Their Committee on Masonic Juris¬ 
prudence anent this question presented the following report which was 
received and adopted 

“In the matter of the request for recognition by the Grand Chapter 
of Alberta, Canada,, we have made an exhaustive examination of the 
papers forwarded Jay the Grand Chapter, and by the protesting Grand 
Chapter of Canada, in Ontario, and find that the Chapters in Alberta 
forming the new Grand Chapter, were regularly chartered; that a legal 
and constitutional number of them acting within their masonic right, 
in a proper manner, and after due notice, met and organized the new 
Grand Chapter. There has been nothing shown as a basis for the alle¬ 
gation, that the new Grand Chapter is clandestine, but per contra it is 
a well recognized fact which has become a part of the Masonic law of 
the Supreme Masonic bodies in the United States, that when the civil 
government divides one state into two, and creates two independent states 
where one existed, that, by operation of the Masonic law the Lodges 
(and Chapters) in each, acquire the right to have a Grand Body of its 
own. We, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following: ‘Resolved 
that the Grand Chapter R.A.M. of Florida hereby recognizes the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta, and that the Grand High Priest be authorized to 
arrange for an exchange of Grand Representatives’.” 

The third Grand Chapter to grant fraternal recognition to this Grand 
Chapter was that of Vermont at their Annual Convocation in the city 
of Burlington on Friday, June 16th, 1916. 

After giving an exhaustive review of our proceedings from the date 
of our formation to the present time, the Committee states as follows: 

“This Grand Chapter, notwithstanding the Grand Z. of the Grand 
Chapter of Canada proclaimed it to the world an ‘irregular, spurious and 
clandestine’ body of masons, had decreed sentence of suspension against 
the three Principals of the ‘clandestine’ body and subsequently decreed 
suspension against 535 other companions who had acknowledged the 
authority of the Grand Chapter of Alberta without the least authority 
of masonic law, has continued the even tenor of its ways, now having 
seven subordinate chapters in its obedience with a membership of 801, 
having made a net gain of 54 since its organization. 
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From the very beginning, the doctrine of the Universality of Masonry 
has everywhere been proclaimed, and the law of masonry is held by all 
masonic scholars as of equal universality. While it is true, that Grand 
and Subordinate Bodies of Masons may adopt for the purposes of local 
government laws, rules and regulations, yet if they fringe the general 
law, usages and landmarks of Ancient. .Craft Masonry they have no bind¬ 
ing force and effect. Precedents, no doubt, may be cited where action has 
been had, and acquiesced in, that infringed the general law-of masonry 
as it has been understood and administered for nearly two hundred 
years. We may be permitted to state the law of Masonry in the brief 
language of Judge Drummond of Maine, a universally acknowledged 
learned writer in both Civil and Masonic Jurisprudence. He says: 

‘When the civil government divides one State into two and creates 
two independent States, where one existed, by operation of the masonic 
law, the lodges in each acquire the right to have a lodge of its own. 
The result comes not from the civil law alone, but from the joint opera¬ 
tion of civil and masonic law’. 

This principal was proclaimed by Grand Master Philip C. Tucker in 
his address to the Grand Lodge in 1857, while discussing the question 
of the legal status of the Grand Lodge of Canada that had been erected 
against the protest of the United Grand Lodge of England. He said: 

‘Ever since the American Revolution the masonic practice in the United 
States has been—that when three or more warranted lodges are established 
in any State or Territory where no Grand Lodge exists, they possess the 
inherent right to meet together and form one themselves, and it is not 
and never was considered necessary to ask the consent of the Grand 
Lodge from which their respective warrants emanated, for this purpose. 
Most of the Grand Lodges in the United States have been formed in 
this way, and every Grand Lodge has sanctioned this mode of action, so 
that the practice and principle are beyond dispute’. 

‘With what show of reason then can we discard this acknowledged 
principle and practice? England, Scotland, Ireland, assumed it, and the 
Grand'Xodges of the United States have followed out the assumption. 
What decent apology can we give for attempting to discard it now, only 
because our northern brother has followed in the common path?’ 

He then went on to show how the Grand Lodge of England organ¬ 
ized in 1715-1717 by four lodges of the City of London without consent 
from any quarter, notwithstanding the then Grand Master of Masons 
of England lived in the same city, holding office under the York Assembly 
which had claimed jurisdiction over Masons in all England. It is needless 
to say that the Grand Lodge of Vermont granted fraternal recognition 
to the Grand Lodge of Canada. 

In September, 1857, the Provincial Grand Lodge of Canada West, 
at a meeting in the City of Toronto, undertook by resolution to erect 
themselves into a Grand Lodge of Canada under the title of ‘The Ancient 
Grand Lodge of Canada in succession to the Provincial Grand Lodge. 
The question as to its legal status was before our Grand Lodge in 1858 
and was fully discussed by Grand Master Tucker in his usual vigorous 
manner, and we having already recognized the independent Grand Lodge 
of Canada, among other things he said: 

‘No other Grand Lodge can legitimately be acknowledged for that 
Province until that fundamental law of masonry is changed which admits 
of but one Grand Lodge in any country, state or territory’. 
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in 1869 the Grand Chapter of the Province of Nova Scotia was or¬ 
ganized, and M. E. T. Douglas Herrington, the Grand Z. of the Grand 
Chapter of Canada in his address to his Grand Chapter in 1870 said: 

‘Since our last annual convocation, the Grand Chapter of Nova Scotia 
has been formally organized and although I could not help thinking the 
action was somewhat premature, considering the small number of chapters 
existing in that Province, yet acting on my conviction that where there is 
a Grand Lodge, a Grand Chapter may of right follow, I have no hesitation 
about acknowledging the ‘Grand Chapter of Nova Scotia’ and wishing 
that body all success and prosperity’. 

The report of the Executive Committee to whom the address was 
referred contains the lo’lown.e : 

‘We beg respeetf ully to support the opinion and argument on which the 
M.E. First Principal bases his recognition of the Grand Chapter of Nova 
Scotia, viz.: ‘That where there is a Grand Lodge, a Grand Chapter may 
of right follow.’ We trust, therefore, you will join with us in extending 
the light hand of fellowship to our young sister; and unite with us in 
wishing her every prosperity and a long and continued career of success 
arid usefulness.’ 

1 might cite the case of the Grand Chapter of Quebec vs. the Grand 
Chapter of England which was brought before this Grand Chapter at its 
annual convocations in 1884, 1885 and 1886, when the Chairman of this 
committee was Grand High Priest of this Grand Chapter. The Grand 
Chapter of England asserted its right of supremacy over certain subord¬ 
inate Chapters within the teritorial jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter of 
Quebec. The Grand Chapter of Quebec respectfully and earnestly be¬ 
sought His Royal Highness as Grand Z. of the Grand Chapter of England, 
in the interest of masonic peace and harmony, to withdraw its warrants 
and authority under which all chapters subordinate to the English Grand 
Chapter existed in that Province. The Grand Z. of the Grand Chapter 
of England briefly replied saying: ‘That so long as these chapters (which 
existed many years before the formation of the Grand Chapter of Quebec) 
desire to remain under the Grand Chapter of England, they cannot be 
compelled to sever their allegiance thereto’. The concluding sentence of 
the reply was a refusal to withdraw the two Royal Arch Chapters as 
requested. 

It will be observed that the Grand Z. of the Grand Chapter of Quebec 
did not ask for the severance of allegiance of the two Subordinate Chap¬ 
ters to the Grand Chapter of England. It was not contended that Eng¬ 
lish R. A. Masons could be compelled to sever their allegiance with the 
mofher Grand Chapter. The request was, simply, to withdraw their 
warrants issued, and to cease to exercise any masonic authority within 
the Province of Quebec, thereby leaving the aforesaid two English chapters 
the option of becoming subject to the Grand Chapter of Quebec, or to 
remain as individual masons in isolation. There can be no question but 
that a Grand Chapter has authority to revoke a power once granted—to 
withdraw a charter or warrant by it issued. A Subordinate Chapter can 
only exist through the support of the Grand Chapter, and with their 
warrants and authority withdrawn the whole difficulty ends. 

In the above case the Grand Chapter of Quebec authorized its Grand 
Z. to issue his edict of non-intercourse with the Grand Chapter of England, 
its Subordinate Chapters and members then or thereafter to become obedi¬ 
ent thereto, and this Grand Chapter gave its unqualified approval, and 
also directed its Grand High Priest to issue its edict of non-intercourse 
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as sweeping as that of the Grand Chapter of Quebec. We might cite 
many other similar cases in which the law of masonry has been declared, 
but those we have referred to ought to be considered sufficient so far, at 
least, as its application to the question now before us is concerned. 

The Grand Z. of Canada, and his Grand Chapter, still claim and ex¬ 
ercise jurisdiction over the Province of Alberta, its chapters and members; 
have granted dispensations for the formation of additional chapters; 
have caused suits at law to be brought aganst the officers or custodians 
of the property held by the chapters that are obedient to the Grand Chapter 
of Alberta, and in other ways have shown their purpose to continue to 
exercise jurisdiction therein, and to humiliate the masonic manhood 
of companions of the order. 

The evils of an existing concurrent jurisdiction are too manifest for 
argument. There can be no such thing in masonry as a concurrent juris¬ 
diction by two Grand Bodies exercising the same functions within the 
same territorial limits. The Grand Chapter of Alberta has exclusive 
jurisdiction over the entire territory of that Province, or it has none at all. 
If it was constitutionally and lawfully organized, then it has exclusive 
and sovereign jurisdiction throughout that entire Province, and the exer¬ 
cise, or the attempted exercise, of jurisdiction therein by the Grand Chapter 
of Canada is an unwarranted invasion of the masonic rights of the former. 

It may be asked, what will become of the chapters and companions 
in that Province who have remained obedient to the Grand Chapter of 
Canada? True, those companions cannot be compelled to sever their 
allegiance to the motther Grand Chapter, but the Grand Chapter of Canada 
and its Grand Z. should withdraw their warrants as they have the lawful 
right to do, from all chapters that refuse to recognize the authority of the 
Grand Chapter of Alberta, which act of withdrawal would leave its mem¬ 
bers remaining, not in obedience to the Grand Chapter of Alberta, as in¬ 
dividual masons in isolation. With the warrants and authority withdrawn, 
as suggested, the whole difficulty would end, and that peace and harmony 
so much to be desired by all Capitular Masons throughout the world, 
would again prevail in our sister Grand Chapters in the Canadian Prov- 

After a patient and painstaking examination of the questions involved, 
with an earnest desire to act justly, in this unfortunate controversy, to¬ 
wards the parties immediately concerned, we cannot avoid the conclusion 
that our companions of Alberta in their act of erecting a Grand Chapter 
for that Province, May 29, 1914, took every step necessary, or that is 
required to be taken, for the formation of a masonic Grand Body. Per¬ 
haps it would have been better, all round, if the companions of Alberta 
had courteously advised the Mother Grand Chapter of their desire to 
organize a Grand Chapter, and requested her fraternal blessing, but this 
was wholly unnecessary as a matter of law, usage and precedent. 

We, therefore, unhesitatingly give it as our opinion that the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta was constitutionally and lawfully organized, and is the 
only Grand Chapter entitled to exercise jurisdiction over the Capitular 
Degrees of masonry in the Province of Alberta, and as such ought to 
receive the fraternal recognition of all other Grand Bodies of Royal Arch 
Masons.

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On motion of Companion Henry H. Ross, a vote of thanks was ex¬ 
tended to Companion Haskins for his able and exhaustive presentation 
of the status of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

M. E. Kittredge Haskins, Chairman of the Committee on Corres¬ 
pondence, moved the adoption of the following resolution to which the 
Grand Chapter agreed. 


RESOLUTION REGARDING THE GRAND CHAPTER OF ALBERTA 

Resolved. That the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of the 
State of Vermont, hereby courteously extends its fraternal recognition to 
the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of the Province of Alberta, 
and requests an exchange of Grand Representatives. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be, and hereby is, directed to com¬ 
municate the action of this Grand Chapter and the above resolution to the 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Chapter of Alberta.” 

Adopted June 16, 1916. 

We desire to convey our warmest thanks to the Companions of these 
three Grand Chapters for taking the initiative in granting us that favour 
which we claimed as our just due, and, which although acceded as our 
rightful claim was withheld for .the, time being by other Grand Jurisdictions. 

During the month of July of last year M. E. Companion W. S. R. 
Murch, First Grand Principal of the Grand Chapter of Canada visited 
several Chapters in this Province. After a full survey of the situation 
he had an interview with our Grand First Principal and terms of agree¬ 
ment were entered into and completed,, before, his return to the East. 
Contemporaneously with the signing of the articles of agreement by the 
Grand Z.’s and the members of Committees appointed by them, the 
following letter was submitted to M. E. Comp. Murch: 

“Your only objection was a lack of courtesy to- the parent Grand 
Chapter in not formally requesting that Grand Body’s consent to the 
formation of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

Our conception of the established Masonic Jurisprudence-has been 
‘That where a Grand Lodge exists, a Grand Chapter may of right follow’, 
and, in accordance with this principle, the Grand Chapter of Alberta was 
formed and erected by a majority of the subordinate Chapters of this 
Province. 

At the time of the formation it was generally thought that had 
request been formally made to the Grand Chapter of Canada, it would have 
been refused by them and as a consequence, no such action was taken. 
But you have now given us to understand that if the Grand Chapter of 
Alberta had asked such consent would have been granted and all the 
difficulties which have since arisen would have been avoided. 

Now, therefore, being equally desirous with you of having peace and 
harmony prevail in Capitular Masonry throughout the Province, and of 
establishing friendly relations with the Grand Chapter of Canada, and 
having their masonic blessing, we, the Grand Chapter of Alberta wish 
to express to you as Grand Z. of the Grand Chapter of Canada, and do 
express our regrets that the Grand Chapter of Canada should have had 
occasion in any respect or at any time to regard any act of omission 
on the part of the Grand Chapter of Alberta as displaying lack of cour¬ 
tesy.” 
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As previously stated, the Grand Chapter of Canada at a special con¬ 
vocation held on Sept. 12, 1916, granted recognition to this Grand Chapter 
and on Sept. 14th their Grand Scribe E. issued the following circular 
letter: 

“Office of Grand Scribe E. 

Temple Building, Toronto, , 

Sept. 14, 1916. 


“Dear Sir and Comp.: 

The Most Excellent the Grand Z. has directed me to inform you that 
at an emergent Convocation of the Grand Chapter of Canada, held at 
the City of Toronto, Ontario, Tuesday, Sept. 12th, 1916, recognition was 
accorded to the Grand Chapter of Alberta, in the following terms:— 

“Moved by Most Ifx. Comp. A. Shaw, seconded by Most Ex. Comp. 
Geo. Moore: 

That having read the report presented by the Grand First Principal 
of the Grand Chapter of Canada respecting the attitude of the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta, showing:— 

1. That the Companions of Alberta were misled as to the opinion of 
the Grand Chapter of Canada, in connection with unexpreessed desires 
of the Province of Alberta to form a Grand Chapter in that Province. 

2. That the Comnanions of Alberta never requested separation from 
the Grand Chapter of Canada. 

3. That the majority of the Chapters in said Province of Alberta were 
desirous of retaining their allegiance to the Grand Chapter of Canada. 

4. That having learned the facts in connection with the separation 
and formation of a Grand Chapter in the Province of Alberta and having 
expressed their regrets as a Grand Chapter for their action. 

Therefore be it resolved that this the Grand Chapter of Canada, accept 
the agreement of adjustment presented by Committee appointed by the 
Grand First Principal of the Grand Chapter of Canada and the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta, and hereby declare that the difficulty existing between 
the Grand Chapter of Canada and the Grand Chapter of Alberta be now 
harmoniously adjusted, and the Grand Chapter of Alberta, be recognized 
and received as a Grand Chapter by the Grand Chapter of Canada.” 

Now that the difficulty that existed in this Jurisdiction respecting the 
formation ot fhe Grand Chapter of Alberta has been adjusted and recog¬ 
nition to that Grand Body accorded, as the terms of the foregoing reso¬ 
lution imply, the Grand Z. desires the best fraternal relationship shall 
be maintained between the Companions holding allegiance to the Grand 
Chapter of Canada and those holding allegiance to the Grand Chapter of 
Alberta.

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It is unfortunate that at least two of the statements embodied in this 
letter are not in accordance with the facts. Nowhere in the agreement 
signed by the officials of the two Grand Chapters is to be found such 
language as:—“The majority of Chapters in the said Province of Alberta 
were desirous of retaining their allegiance to the Grand Chapter of 
Canada.” 

The fact is that seven of the eleven warranted Chapters in the Prov¬ 
ince did on May 29, 1914, transfer their allegiance to the Grand Chapter 
of Alberta and were suspended by the Grand Chapter of Canada for so 
doing. This has been authenticated and verified beyond dispute and we 
are at a loss to know why it should appear as part of the report adopted 
by the Grand Chapter of Canada. 

Clause four of the report is in the opinion of your Committee also 
misleading. 

At the time of our formation we accepted the following as the basic 
masonic principle upon which we s hould act. 

That whenever a province has been granted legislative, judicial and 
administrative powers with a regularly organized Grand Lodge in sole 
and undisputed possession of such province, a majority of the Chapters 
with a majority of the members in the provoince may if they so desire or¬ 
ganize a Grand Chapter. 

We have strictly adhered to this principle and have had no occasion 
to regret the action which we then took. 

In conclusion your Committee desires to record their appreciation 
of the untiring efforts exerted by M. E. Companions Murch and Watson 
in bringing about peace and harmony in Capitular Masonry throughout 
the Province. Only one small Chapter remains without the fold. Greater 
interest and enthusiasm is everywhere manifest and the officers of this 
Grand Chapter may be proud of the progress and growth of Capitular 
Masonry during the past year. 

Since our Grand Chapter has been officially recognized by the Grand 
Chapter of Canada the following Grand Jurisdictions have also extended 
the right hand of fellowship; Delaware, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Louisi¬ 
ana, Maryland, Nebraska, New York, Ohio, Scotland and West Virginia.

APPENDIX 

Decisions 


Decisions Found in the Proceedings of Other 
Grand Chapters 

AFFILIATION 

A Companion Royal Arch Mason from a foreign Jurisdiction affiliat¬ 
ing by demit with a West Virginian Chapter, shall have the Cryptic De¬ 
grees conferred upon him as soon as possible by the Chapter which elects 
him.— West Virginia, 1915. 

A resident of Illinois, with a demit from Michigan, can affiliate with 
a Wisconsin Chapter provided he is an affiliated Master Mason in good 
standing or is not voluntarily non-affiliated for over one year.— Wisconsin, 
1916. 

CONFERRING DEGREES 

There is no written law that would prevent the High Priest from 
calling upon any Companion to confer the degrees.— Arkansas, 1915. 

DEMIT 

If objection is made to granting a demit on account of an allegation 
of Masonic offense action must await investigation.— Florida, 1916. 

A demit cannot be granted if charges have been preferred.— Florida, 

A demit must be granted at a stated convocation, and an application 
made in open Chapter —Florida, 1916. 

An elected or appointed officer cannot demit during the period for 
which he has been installed— Idaho, 1915. 

There is no reason why membership cards should not be used if 
desired. It will be necessary, however, that the official receipt be used, 
and any card used will not take the place of an official receipt.— Idaho, 1915. 

A petition for a demit may be withdrawn at any time previous to the 
announcement by the High Priest that it had been granted, provided such 
request is made in writing.— Illinois, 1915. 

ELIGIBILITY 

A candidate’s eligibility is to be determined by his condition at the 
time he applies for the degrees and at the time of conferring the same. 
If after taking some of the degrees he becomes ineligible, he is debarred 
from taking the remainder.— Georgia, 1916. 

A brother with one leg rigid is not eligible to receive the Chapter 
Degrees. It would be impossible for him either to. rec^ve or impart 
the G. and S. N.— New Hampshire, 1916. 

There is no limit of official service or qualification required to be 
eligible for the office of High Priest of a Chapter.— South Dakota, 1916. 

There is no way .to evade the requirement of six months residence in 
the Jurisdiction of the Chapter petitioned, and the only thing to do is 
to wait the necessary six months before receiving the petition.-— Washing¬ 
ton, 1915. 
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EXPULSION 

A Companion expelled by the Grand Lodge is expelled at the same 
time from all the rights and privileges of Royal Arch Masonry, and so 
remains during the life of the edict of expulsion.— Nova Scotia, 1915. 

A Brother Master Mason meeting with an accident which renders him 
incapable of conforming to the ritualistic requirements of the Capitular 
Degrees, is not eligible to receive the Capitular Degree in this Grand 
Jurisdiction.— West Virginia, 1915. 

FEES 

Fees for the degrees must in every case accompany the application.— 
Arkansas, 1915 

An amendment to by-laws increasing fees on a specified date makes 
the increased fee payable on all petitions presented to Chapters after that 
date, no matter at what time they may be dated.— Michigan, 1916. 

The law requires payment of the fees in advance, and any member 
or officer being a party to the giving of credit violates the laws of the 
Order, and should be disciplined.— Washington, 1915. 

The giving of credit for fees does not affect the standing of the 
petitioner as a member of the Chapter after receiving the degrees.— Wash¬ 
ington, 1915. 

FUNDS 

It is not lawful for a Chapter to appropriate any of its funds for the 
purpose of promoting and supporting a publication, whether devoted to 
Masonic purposes or otherwise, if the same be for profit, or if its circula¬ 
tion be gained by individual cash-paying subscribers.— Illinois, 1915. 

There is no provision of law requiring a Chapter to collect any spec¬ 
ific sum as annual dues, but they should be sufficient to defray the proper 
expenses of the Chapter.— Missouri, 1916. 

The Chapter is the judge of the spending of its money within the limits 
of strictly Masonic purposes. The members of the Chapter are the judges 
of how much they will appropriate, not the Grand High Priest.— New 
York, 1916. 

JURISDICTIONS 

Every subordinate Chapter situate within the corporate limits of a 
town or city has co-extensive territorial jurisdiction within such corporate 
limits.— Alabama, 1915. 

A person removing from the jurisdiction of one Chapter to that of 
another, cannot become a candidate until he has lived the time prescribed 
by Masonic law in the jurisdiction into which he has removed. Con¬ 
necticut, 1916. 

Jurisdiction is concurrent in case of a place equi-distant from two 
Chapters when^ one has railroad, the other public road communication.—

A brother elected in Missouri but removed to Oklahoma, in which 
State he has resided for five years, is material of the subordinate Chapter 
in whose Jurisdiction he lives.— Oklahoma, 1916. 

A Chapter which has surrendered its Charter is officially dead, and 
material of its former Jurisdiction is then the material of the Chapter 
nearest the residence of applicant.— Tennessee, 1916. 
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LIFE MEMBERSHIP 

A voluntary gift of life membership by a Chapter is irrevocable.— 
Georgia, 1916. 

A resolution conferring life membership upon a Companion, in the _ 
absence of a law authorizing such a procedure, and by impromptu action, 
is improper and illegal.— Illinois, 1915- 

Life membership is permissible if provided for in the proper by-laws, 
but dues to the Grand Chapter must be paid the same as upon other 
members.— North Carolina, 1915. 

MARKS 

An affiliating Companion should record his Mark in the book kept 
for that purpose.— Georgia, 1916. 

It is not within the province of the Grand High Priest to grant per¬ 
mission' to any member to change his Mark after same has been recorded 
in the Lodge Book of Marks.— Oregon, 1916.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The Grand Chapter of Florida has nothing to do with Cerneauism. 
He can be received as a visitor if a Royal Arch Mason in good standing 
and a member of a regular Chapter.— Florida, 1916. 

A ballot is necessary, though the Companion pleads guilty to charges 
of gross un-Masonic conduct.— Georgia, 1916. 

The Square and Compass in the Royal Arch Degree should be ar¬ 
ranged as in the Master Mason Degree.— Georgia, 1916. 

A Companion authorized to do so, can legally accept the office of 
High Priest for a Companion. absent at the time of the election,— New 
York, 1916. 

Public installations are not proper for a Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons. The ceremonies of a Chapter should take place before Royal 
Arch Masons only. It is well to have Master Masons’ nights, receptions, 
dances and ladies’ nights, if the business of the Royal Arch Masons is kept 
to themselves.-— New York, 1916, 

Visitors from a Jurisdiction which does not work the Past Master’s 
Degree must be healed before they can be admitted. The omission of 
references to that degree in the opening and closing ceremonies is not 
sufficient or proper, all the signs must be given.—Meza York, 1916. 

It is proper that a Chapter attend the funeral of one of its Companions, 
as a token of respect to his memory. It would not be proper, however, 
for the Chapter or for Royal Arch Masons as such, to take an active part 
in the ceremonies.— New York, 1916. 

A Most Excellent Master has no right to wear a Keystone.— Tennessee, 
1916. 

A Brother who petitioned a Chapter five years before and never re¬ 
ceived the degrees, is not thereby the material of that Chapter, but to 
receive the degrees must petition anew.— Tennessee, 1916. 

A Companion who has not served as King or Scribe in a Subordinate 
Chapter, is not eligible to the office of High Priest in any Subordinate 
Chapter in this Grand Jurisdiction.— West Virginia, 1915. 
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The Grand High Priest cannot request a Subordinate Chapter to confer 
the Select and Royal Master Degrees upon a Brother at the request of 
a Grand Body with which the Grand Chapter has no fraternal correspond¬ 
ence.— West Virginia, 1915. 

Legal and Masonic residence are synonymous terms, and where a man 
maintains his legal voting residence there is also his Masonic residence.— 
West Virginia, 1915. 

The Grand High Priest has authority to heal a Companion who has 
been irregularly made a Royal Arch Mason in a j ust and legally constituted 
Royal Arch Chapter.— West Virginia, 1915. 

NON-AFFILIATE 

A Companion by demitting from his Lodge and remaining un-affili- 
ated as a Master Mason one year, loses membership in his Chapter and 
subsequent affiliation with a Lodge does not restore the Chapter member¬ 
ship.— Georgia, 1916. 

A Companion who has become a non-affiliated Master Mason can 
maintain his standing in his Chapter by petitioning some Lodge for mem¬ 
bership at least once every twelve months. So long as he does not allow 
twelve months to elapse from the time he is rejected by a Lodge until he 
again petitions for membership he remains in good standing in his Chapter. 
— Washington, 1915. 


No Royal Arch Mason in this Jurisdiction of thirty years’ good and 
regular standing shall be subject to discipline for non-payment of dues.— 
Connecticut, 1916. 

OFFICERS 

All officers in a Chapter of Royal Arch Masons assume their seats 
and take active charge of the duties thereof as soon as they are regularly 
instaWeA.—Oregon, 1916. 


OPENING CEREMONIES 

A Chapter must be opened and closed in the Royal Arch Degree.— 
Alabama, 1915. 

A Chapter can be called from degree to degree, under these conditions: 

(a) The Chapter must be opened in form in the highest degree con¬ 
templated, and properly purged, and must be closed in that degree.— 

(b) The formulae shalL be, with appropriate changes in the name of 
the degree, after those of the Grand Lodge of Utah—and the order trans¬ 
mitted through the Wordens. 

(c) The altar to be attended and the Tyler informed for each change. 
—Utah, 1916. 

PETITIONS 

A petition for the degrees after having been regularly received by 
theChapter, becomes the property of the Chapter and cannot be withdrawn 
by the petitioner, and can only be disposed of by the usual course of 
balloting.— Alabama, 1915. 

An application for the degrees cannot be withdrawn.— Arkansas, 1915. 

The petition of a Brother who has not passed examination as to pro¬ 
ficiency in the Master Mason Degree can be received.-— Missouri, 1916. 
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The failure of a Committee of Inquiry to report to the Chapter in 
four months from the time of presentation of the petition, invalidates the 
petition.— Pennsylvania, 1915. 


QUALIFICATIONS 

A Master Mason in good standing in a Lodge, even though it may be 
working under dispensation, may apply to a Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons, and if elected, receive the Degrees of Royal Arch Masonry.— 
New York, 1916. 


REJECTION 

A rejected candidate is not eligible to receive the degrees Until after 
the lapse of twelve months, and then only upon a new application and 
unanimous ballot.— Georgia, 1916. 


RESIGNATION 

An officer in a Subordinate Chapter, either elective or appointive, can¬ 
not resign during his term of office.— West Virginia, 1915. 


SUMMONS 

A summons under Art. 14, Sec. 13, of the Constitution, after a reso¬ 
lution has been offered to change the place of meeting of a Chapter, must 
be signed by the High Priest and Secretary, and their names must not be 
stamped or printed thereon.— Pennsylvania, 1915. 

SUSPENSION 

A Brother suspended by his Lodge for N.P.D., is automatically sus¬ 
pended from his Chapter.— New Hampshire, 1916. 

The suspension of a Royal Arch Mason by his Blue Lodge for non¬ 
payment of dues suspends him from his Royal Arch Masonic functions 
for the period while such craft suspensions continues in force, subject to 
appeal to Grand Chapter, provided there has been no appeal to Grand 
Lodge.— Nova Scotia, 1915. 

Suspension in the Blue Lodge for any cause, automatically suspends 
the member in the Chapter.— Oregon, 1916. 

WAIVER 

A Chapter waiving jurisdiction may impose as a condition that it re¬ 
ceive the fees for the degrees or any part of them, and the Chapter re¬ 
quested to confer the degrees may refuse to do so unless reimbursed for 
its reasonable expenses, but if the Chapter waives jurisdiction uncon¬ 
ditionally it waives the right to the fees. California, 1916. 

It is the right of a Chapter to waive jurisdiction over any of its ma¬ 
terial that has not received the Royal Arch Degree to another Chapter, 
making the request by proper proceedings.— Illinois, 1915. 

A petitioner who has been elected by a waiver of jurisdiction in a 
Chapter who still retains his residence within the Jurisdiction of the 
Chapter granting waiver, but who has never taken advantage of the elec¬ 
tion, can, without reference to that election, petition the Chapter in whose 
jurisdiction he resides.— New York, 1916.

To the most Excellent the Grand Z., Officers and Companions of the 

Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 

Most Excellent Sir and Companions:— 

I herewith submit my report as your Grand Scribe E. for the past year. 

The Proceedings of 1916 were printed and distributed as ordered by 
Grand Chapter. 

The by-laws and amendments to by-laws adopted, dispensations grant¬ 
ed, and commissions issued and received appointing Grand Representa¬ 
tives have all been reported in the Most Excellent the Grand First Princi¬ 
pal’s address. 

I have completed and issued 210 Royal Arch Mason’s Certificates for 
Companions exalted during the past year, and to replace those issued in 
I9I5- 

During the year new charters were issued to the following Chapters, 
Alberta, No. 1; North Star, No. 2; Mount Horeb, No. 6; Bekah, No. 7; 
Otuskwan, No. 9; Bow Valley, No. 10; and Calgary, No. 11. 

In compliance with orders of Grand Chapter, Charters were issued to 
the undermentioned Chapters: Assiniboia Chapter, No. 3; Shekinah 
Chapter, No. 4; Golden West Chapter, No. 5; Keystone Chapter, No. 12; 
Capital City Chapter, No. 13; Vermilion Chapter, No. 14; Hillvue Chap¬ 
ter, No. 15; Tau Cross Chapter, No. 16; Mount Olivet Chapter, No. 17; 
Norwood Chapter, No. 18. 

One Chapter was duly instituted under dispensation viz:—The Hiram 
Chapter, U.D., Youngstown, Alberta, twelve petitioners: George Camp¬ 
bell, William Helem, James A. Curtis, John A. Anderson, Oliver J. Cowin, 
Arch. W. Ewers, W. P. Ironside, W. E. Ironside, G. E. Kennedy, Duncan 
Campbell, Murray Todd, John A. McColl. 

There remains one chapter in the province under the jurisdiction of 
the Grand Chapter of Canada. In the last reports we have received of 
this Chapter, it had a membership of twenty-four. 

Some Scribes E. are not very prompt in forwarding returns to this 
office. No doubt with a few more letters from the office of the Grand 
Scribe E. this will be remedied. The Grand Superintendents, on .their 
official visits fa the local Chapters, might assist in this matter by directing 
the attention of the Scribes E. to being prompt in sending in the Annual 
returns, as well as other reports. 

The future prospects of Capitular Masonry in this province are 
bright. The summonses show many candidates being received. Otusk¬ 
wan Chapter, No. 9, had the honor of heading the list in number of ex¬ 
altations, with North Star second. 

The local Chapters have felt the absence of many Companions who 
are serving their King and Country. We can indeed feel proud when we 
realize that this jurisdiction has led all other jurisdictions in the Dominion 
in the percentage of recruits who have answered the call to arms. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The year 1916 has been marked by a healthy growth in the member¬ 
ship in this jurisdiction.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE CONDITION OF CAPITULAR 
MASONRY 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, Officers and 

Members of the Grand Chapter Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 

Condition of Capitular Masonry 

Your Committee has carefully read the reports of the Grand Superin¬ 
tendents, and the Grand Scribe Ezra, all are satisfactory, indicating as 
they do that these officers have been more than faithful in the discharge 
of their duties and have Set such a high standard of efficiency that it will 
try the metal of their successors to equal. This is as it should be. 

Chapters 

There were on our register last year 7 Chapters; there now are 18 
Chapters which include all Royal Arch Chapters located within the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta except Kether Chapter located at Pincher Creek, which 
so far, has declined to become of obedience to this Grand Chapter. Let 
us hope that better councils will prevail and that by the end of the ensuing 
year they will have cast in their lot with Alberta, thus making us a united 
and happy family. 

Numerical Growth 

The increase in membership is satisfactory as will be seen by the

This increase of over one hundred per cent, in our membership has been 
brought about largely by several Chapters transferring their allegiance 
from the Grand Chapter of Canada to this Grand Chapter, but aside from 
that the increase of 126 newly admitted Companions is gratifying, es¬ 
pecially under the adverse conditions created by the Great War. 


The Grand Superintendents do not comment upon the quality, as seen 
by them, of material accepted by Chapters, although this is the most 
important function exercised by a Chapter, effecting as it does for good or 
ill the whole Fraternity. 
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If a Chapter desires to have permanent active members it can attain 
that object only by a judicious selection of material; it would be well to 
ascertain what kind of a Craft Mason a candidate is before accepting 
him, if he be careless in his duties or an absentee in the Blue, it is no 
more than fair to assume that he will be the same in the Royal Arch. 
There are also candidates who seek the Royal Arch simply as a stepping 
stone to something else, such “Ships that pass in the night” should not 
be encouraged, but, on the other hand, no effort should be spared to secure 
the admission of good Master Masons, that they may round off their 
masonic education by receiving the completion of the Master’s Degree and 
thus add strength to the Royal Craft. 

Financial 

The present financial situation of this Grand Chapter is not just up 
to “High water mark," showing as it does a deficit of one thousand 
and seventeen dollars. This position has been brought about by the adverse 
conditions under which we have laboured during the past two years. 
A change has now come over the scene and your Committee would venture 
to suggest that the indebtedness be met and wiped off by a special assess¬ 
ment per capita on each Chapter. 

The ordinary expenses of Grand Chapter are quite satisfactory and 
indicate that the affairs of the Grand Chapter have been carefully and 
economically administered. 

Secretarial 

The Grand Superintendents comment favourably on the work of the 
Scribes E., whose books are neatly kept, correspondence promptly answered 
and no trouble over money matters. 

This is as it should be, as it expedites the handling of Grand Chapter 
business. Prompt and energetic Scribes E. are the delight of the Grand 
Scribe E., while slothful and careless Scribes E. are the bane of his life, 
as thej' add greatly to his already onerous duties. 


The Grand Superintendents do not state whether or not the different 
Chapters carry insurance on their furniture and paraphernalia. This is 
an important matter and your Committee recommends that same be 
brought to the attention of each Chapter, and the First Principal thereof 
make it his business to see that his Chapter’s effects are adequately insured. 

Benevolence 

No mention is made by the Grand Scribe E. or the Grand Superintend¬ 
ents, of this important matter. We assume there were no calls, but having 
in mind the distress caused by the war, the thought occurred to your 
Committee 

Are the Royal Arch Masons of Alberta doing their full duty in this 
regard. 

The Royal Arch work is exquisite when properly rendered and it is 
pleasing to note that the work is reported as being well and intelligently 
presented in all Chapters. May this condition continue to prevail and may 
the First Principals, year after year, make themselves word perfect and 
efficient in this all important branch of their duties, and thus, by example, 
induce their officers and members generally to become proficient. 
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Chapters of instruction 

Your Commit!ee congm.tulate< Grand Chaplet upon the number >£ 
Chapte-- . i instruction that were held during the past year, and up > i the 
energy displayed by the Grand Superintendents in bringing them about, 
who speak enthusiastically of the benefit to their districts. The attendance 
was large, the work was instructive, the hospitality unbounded and the 
gathering together of the leading spirits of Chapters must have engendered 
that healthy spirit of rivalry which tends to produce that excellence of 
work so much desired by Grand Chapter. 

Let us hope that future Grand Superintendents follow the good ex¬ 
ample set by the 1916 officers. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that, speaking generally, the condi¬ 
tion of the Royal Craft in this Grand Jurisdiction is satisfactory, well 
officered, its business and financial affairs efficiently and honestly conducted 
with all Chapters (except one) located in the Province, Joyal to this 
Grand Chapter, bespeaks a bright future. 

Conclusion 

Your Committee cannot agree with all the recommendations made 
by the Grand Superintendent of District No. 1. 

We do not agree with Nos. 1 and 2 but their nature precludes a 
discussion of them in this report. 

No. 3. No dual membership. We can agree with this as it tends to 
inflate the membership roll, but at the same time we can see no real 
danger in allowing the practice. 

No. 4. Book of Marks. We agree with this and would suggest that 
Grand Superintendents be required to see that Chapters include such 
a book in their equipment, and that proper records are entered therein. 

No. 5. Chapters of Instruction. We heartily agree with this and 
have commented thereon earlier in this document. 

No. 6. A general Grand Chapter for the Dominion of Canada. We 
cannot agree with this because present conditions do not warrant or 
demand the services of such a body. In the dim and distant future, when 
each province has its own Grand Chapter, there may be some excuse 
for the formation of a General Grand Chapter, but at the present we fail 
to see what good turn could be served by this Grand Chapter going on 
record as being in favour of the formation of such a Body.
